the Church to excite others to the like 
Ardor, in our devout Addreſſes to G p; 
No Occaſion for any Eccleſiaſtical Go» 
vernment, or Spiritual Teachers or Pa- 
ſtors; but that every one was at Liber- 
ty to Form a Judgment concerning the 
true Meaning and Explanation of the ſa- 
cred Writers, without having Recourſe 
to the Inſtructions of ſuch Interpreters 
of the reveabd Will of Gov, who cer 

| made 
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made Overſeers over them, by vertue of 
_ . the Holy Spirit and the Impoſition of 
Hands. Such Inſinuations as theſe, my 
Lord, faid to ſpread themſelves from the 
Mouth of a Chriſtian Biſhop, one that 
was ſeated on high for the ſupport and 
ood Guidance of inferior Members of 
the Church, and the Defence of that ex- 
. alred Authority poſſeſs'd by the Apoſtles 

themſelves, and thence delegated to their 
Succeſſors, could not but make the Do- 
Ctor exert ſome Heat and Flame; more 
eſpecially, when he thought he had Rea- 
ſon to think you calm and andifturb'd at 
the Attempts which were then reported 
to be on Foot, for putting the Diſſenters 
upon the ſame Bottom, as to the Poſſeſ- 
ſion of Places of Truſt, &c. with the 
Members of the Eſtabliſh'd Church,who - 
were ſolely entituled thereunto, as their 
Birth-Right, by {ſeveral Acts of Parlia- 
ment. 


* As for tlie hard and ſevere Appellations, 
© his inward Conviction and private Relief 
* may hav? ſuggeſted to him which you can hard 
© ly thinkworſe than the outward Expreſſions; 
< you fay he has been pleas'd to Honour 
cu in this Performance, and the manner 
in which the Doctor hasrepreſented the 
Ground of differing with your Lord- 
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5 © ſhip to the World; he is, I am perſuas 
1 * ded, very ſenſible, that in the Haſte or 
© Heat of Writing,, ſome Words or Ex- 
* preſſions may eſcape, which had better 
not have been uſed : And as he never 
© was unwilling to make favourable Al- 
* lowances to others: So he ſhall ever 
© acknowledge that he ſtands in need of 
them himlelf. And therefore, if he 
© has failed in the leaſt Degree, in perſo- 
nal Regard to your Lordſhip, or in the 
< Reſpect due from an Interior to a Supe- 
© rior : I dare be ſure, it was Contrary 
to his Deſign and Reſolution: But 
in the handling fo weighty a Subject, or 
in his Zeal to ſhew its Importance to 
© the whole Nation, in its preſent Condi- 
tion, the Argument it ſell preſſes hard, 
He is not to be blamed for that; nor is 
this to be attributed to the want of Re- 
ſpect and Civility, but to the appearing 
Cogency of Truth and Reaſon. This 
e Satisfaction indeed he mult have upon 
the Review, that he does not find your 
Lordſhip can Charge him with any Ex-

One of which, and in the words of the 
27th Article of our Church, is 2 fn of Ml 
Regeneration or wew Birth, whereby as by. a 
Inſtrument, they that receive Baptiſm rightly, 
are grafted into the Church. They could 
wiſh alſo that your Lordſhip, whilſt you 
were writing on the Subject of the Power 
of the Church, had remembred your fo-f 
lemn Profeſſion, made at your Conſecrati- 
on, in which you promiſed by the Help of if 
God, to Correct and Puniſh, according to ſuch M 
Authority, as you have by God's Word, and us 
ould be committed to you by the Ordinance of 
this Realm, ſuch as be unquiet, diſobedient and 
 criminous, in your Dioceſe, 7 
Having by theſe and the foregoing Paſ- 
ſages, in my humble Opinion, proved the 
Tendency of your Lord{hip's Doctrines 
and Poſitions contain'd in your Sermon, to 
' ſubvert all Diſcipline and Government in 
the Church, and to reduce his Kingdom to 
a State of Anarchy and Confuſion, the Com- 
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mittee proceeds further to agree with the Df. 
in conceiving you to impugn and impeach the 
Regal Supremacy in Cauſes Eccleſiaſtical; and the 
Authority of the Legiſlature in matters of Reli- 
gion by Civil Sanctions, in ſeveral other Paſſa- 
ges are recited Verbatim, afcer part of the Statutes 
| of the 1. of Eliz. Chap. 1. in Conſequence of 
which the Kings and Queens of this Realm, 
have frequently iſſued forth their Proclamati- 
ons, Injunttions; and Directions for preſerving 
of Unity in the Church, and the Purity of 
the Chriſtian Faith, concerning the Holy 
© Trinity,” bearing Date December 11th 1714. 
Georgii primo. But as ſome of theſe have been 
| before Cited, in the ſurvey of Doctor Snape Let- 
ter to your Lordſhip, there need no other to be 
produced than the Two following, which your 
Lordſhip having promiſed to make appear with 
the reſt more clearly, in your intended Anſwer 
to the Repreſentation nou upon the Stocks, will be 
very juſt to your Word, in having a particular 
Regard to. Since, whereas the Scripture, ſay they, 
and our own Liturgy from thence, has tanght us to pray 
for Kings, and all that are put in Authority under them, 
that they may Miniſter Fuſtice, to the ' Puniſhment 
of Wickedneſs and Vice, and the maintenaiice of 
true Religion and Vertue.; Your Lordſhip aſſerts 

Þ- 20. As ſoon as ever you hear ot ary of 
the Engines of this World, whether of the 
greater or the leſſer Sort, you muſt immedi- 
© arely think, that then and fo far, the Kingdom 
< of thie World takes Place. For if the very 
< Eſffence of God's Worſhip be Spirit and Truth, 
© If Religion be Vertue and Charity, under the 
© belief of a Supreme Governor or | Judge, if 
true real Faith cannot he the effect of Force, 
and if there can be no Reward, where there is 
5 | NO 
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c no willing Choice. Then in all or any of thete 
< Caſes, to apply Force to Flattery, Worldly 
< Pleaſure, or Pain, is to act contrary to the Inte- 
< reſts of true Religion, as it is plainly oppo- 
< fite to the Maxims upon which Chriſt founded 
his Kingdom, who choſe:the Motives that are 
© of this World, to fupport a Kingdom, which 
is not of this Whrid. The Caſe here menti- 
on'd relates to what is Efſential in the Worſhip of 
God and Religion, yet“ fay they, Your Lordſhip 
© declares, that to encourage Religion by Tem- 
« poral Rewards, is to Act as contrary to the Inte- 
© reſt of true Religion, as it is oppoſite to the 
Maxims on which Chriſt founded his King- 
dom? This is to ſet the worfhip of God, and 
the neglect of it, Religion and Irreligion on an 
equal Foot in this World: As if becauſe, they 
thall hereafcer be diſtinguiſſud by Rewards and 
Punthments by the great judge, therefore the 
Magiftrate were excluded from interpoſing 
with Rewards and Puniſhments, to diftmguiſh 
them here, and tied up for expreſſing any Con- 
cern for his Honour, by whom and under 
whom he beareth Rule. Br þ 
This your Lordſhip further fupports page 22. 
And therefore, when you ſee our Lord in his 
Methods ſo far removed from thoſe many of 
his Diſciples; when you read nothing in his 
Doctrine about his own Kingdom of taking in 
the Concerts of this World, and mixing them 
with thoſe of Eternity; no Commands that 
the frowns and diſcouragements of this preſent 
State, ſhould in any Caſe attend upon Conſci- 
ence and Religion — no calling upon the ſecular 
Arm, whenever the Magiftrate ſhould become 
© Chriſtian to enforce His Dottrines, or to back his 
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5 
Spiritual Authority but on the contrary, as plain 
© a Declaration as few Words can make, that this 
© Kingdom is not of this World; I ſay when you ſee this 
from the whole Tenor of the Goſpel, ſo vaſtly 
© oppoſite to many who take his Name in their 


Mouthsʒ the Queſtion with you ought to be, whe- 


< ther he did not know the Nature of his Kingdom 
or Church, better than any fince his Time, 
* whether you can fuppoſe, he left any Matters 
© to be decided againſt himſelf, and his own ex- 
« preſs Profeſſions?” Where it is to be obſerved 
that all Laws for the encouragement of Religion, or 
diſcouragement of Irreligion, are reckon'd to be Deciſi- 
ens againſt Chriſt. 

The Paſſages, continue they, produced under 
this Head are as deſtructive of the Legiſlative 
Power, as of the Regal Supremacy : But the 
Acts for the Uniformity of Publick Prayer, and the 
Articles for Stabliſhins Conſent touching true Religion, 
which in the laſt of the ſaid Acts, are injoined 
to be Subſcribed, by ſeveral degrees of Perſons 
Eccleſiaſtical, being the main Fence - and Secu- 
rity of the eſtabliſhed Church of England. They 
ſeem to be ſingled out by your Lordſhip to be 
rendred Odious. The Paſſage they refer to, is to 
be found Page 27, 28, 29. Serm. * There are 
© ſome profeſs d Chriſtians, who contend openly 
for ſuch an Authority, as indiſpenſably obliges 
© all around them to unity of Profeſſion. That is to 
< profeſs even what they do not, what they can- 
not believe to be true. This ſounds ſo groſly, 
that others who think they act a glorious Part 
in oppoſing ſuch an Enormity, are very wil- 
© ling, for their own Sakes, to retain ſuch an 
Authority as ſhall oblige Men, whatever they 
F themſelyes think, though not to profeſs what 
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they do not believe, yet to forbear the profeſſion 
and publication of what they do believe, let them 
believe it of never ſo great Importance. Both theſe 
Pretenſions are founded upon the miſtaken No- 
© tion of the Peace, as well as Authority of the 
© Kingdom that is the Church of Chriſt ; Which 
© of them is the moſt in ſupportable to an Hon-. 
© eſt and Chriſtian Mind, I am not able to fay : 
* Becauſe they both equally found the Autho- 
| rity of the Church of Chriſt upon the ruins of 
f Sincerity andcommon Honeſty and Miſtake, Stu- 
* pidity and Sleep for Peace; : becauſe they would | 
* both? equally have prevented. all Reformation, 
© where it hath been, and will for ever preventat, 
© where it is not already; and in a Word, be- 
© cauſe both equally diveſt Jeſus Chriſt of his Em- 6 
* pirein his own Kingdom, ſet the obedience of 
© his Subjects looſe from himſelf, and teach them 
to proſtitute their Conſciences at the Feet of 
Others, who have no Right, in ſuch a manner 
* to Trample upon them. 

By which it may be diſcern” d, if we conſider 
by what Authrity the Acts of Uniformity were 
Enacted, by whom the Articles were made, and 

by whom ratified and confirmed, who they are, ( 
that are faid to di veſt Chriſt Jeſus of his Empire in 
his own Kingdom, and ſtand charged by your 
Lord ihip, in the indeccut Language of trampling 
upon the Conſciences of others. 
Thus having review'd ſome particulars in the 
Charge brought againſt you by the Doctor, which 
your Lordſhip has endeavour'd to anſwer, and 
others which your Lordſhip has not thought fit- 
o take, Notice; having give you Senſe a of the

taries of the Church, and others who are ſhining 
- Ornaments to it, and not without Abilities to be 
Governors of it one Day, on the ſame Bench 
with your Lordſhip, I ſhall diſcharge my ſelf of 
the work I have taken m Hand, after. havin 
profeſs'd that I am concern'd with thoſe Reve: | 
rend Fathers, that Doctrines of ſo evil a Ten- 
dency ſhould be advanced by a Biſhop of this 
| eſtabliſhed Church, and that too in a manner ſo 
very remarkable. That the Supremacy of the 
King ſhould be openly impreach'd in a Sermon 
deliver'd in the Royal Audience, and that your 
Lordſhip ſhould deny the Uſe, and ee 
to deftroy the being of thoſe Powers, without 
which the Church as a Society camot ſubſiſt, 
and by which our National Conſtitution next 
under Chriſt, is chiefly ſupported . That one of 
the chief Rulers of this Church, ſhould in his 
Writings make Void, and ſet at nought thoſe 
Powers, with which he himſelf is inveſted, and 
whichiby vertue of your Office, your Ldp. is bound 
to Exerciſe : In particular as often as vou confer 
holy Orders, inſtitute to any Eccleſiaſtical Bene- 
fices Or inflict Spiritual Cenſures. Nor is there 
leſs Cauſe for being apprehenſive, that the Emi- 
nence of your Lordſhip's Station and Character, 
as it aggravates the Scandal, will alſo ſpread the 
Influence, both farther and faſter, under that 
Colour of Argument, with which. they ſay, your 

Lordſhip endeavours to cover theſe your Pernict- 
ous Tenets. 

After this your Lordſhip will have Patience 
with me, while I make good my 4th Particular, 
wherein you are engaged FC.
